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1. PURPOSE

The purpose of these Stormwater Management RuteReagulations (the “Regulations”) is to aid in the
consistent and effective implementation of Chapt# of the Town General Bylaws, Article Il, §§156-
14 through 156-23, “Construction and Post Conswacstorm Water Management of New
Developments and Redevelopments” (the “Bylaw’-Seeéxdix F). These Regulations establish
requirements and procedures for the submissiorcansideration of an application for a Stormwater
Management Permit and related documents, applicatid review fees, inspection requirements,
definitions, and design standards to control thesegk effects of increased stormwater runoff, cesd
groundwater recharge, and non-point source potiiagsociated with new development and
redevelopment. Increased volumes of stormwatetacainated stormwater runoff from impervious
surfaces, and soil erosion and sedimentation ajermauses of:

* impairment of water quality and decreased flowaikels, ponds, streams, rivers, coastal
waters, wetlands and groundwater;

» contamination of drinking water supplies;

» erosion of stream channels;

» alteration or destruction of aquatic and wildlifgditat;

* flooding; and

» overloading or clogging of municipal catch basind atorm drainage systems.

2. AUTHORITY & APPLICABILITY

A. Authority.

(1) The Regulations are promulgated by the TowNath Reading Building Inspector, under the
authority of the Bylaw, §156-18B.

(2) The Regulations are intended to clarify butexpand, extend, modify or replace any provisibn o
the Bylaw.

B. Applicability

The Regulations apply to any construction actithitgt requires a Stormwater Management Permit,
pursuant to §156-17A of the Bylaw, and is not exmuy §156-17B.

C. Definitions.

In addition to the definitions set forth in §156-d6the Bylaw, the definitions in Appendix A to the
Regulations shall apply in the interpretation antbecement of the Regulations.

3. ADMINISTRATION

A. Enforcement Officer. The Building Inspector, who is designated by §156sf the Bylaw as the
Enforcement Officer for the Bylaw, shall administenplement, and enforce the Regulations. As
authorized by 8156-18A, any powers granted to diedumposed upon the Building Inspector may be
delegated in writing by the Building Inspector ther Town departments, employees, or agents.
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B. Waivers. The Building Inspector may waive strict comptia with any requirement of the
Bylaw or the Regulations for the reasons given,iaratcordance with the procedures set forth,
in 8156-21 of the Bylaw.

C. Severability. If any provision of the Regulations shall be heldalid for any reason, all other
provisions shall continue in full force and effect.

4. STORM WATER MANAGEMENT PERMIT

A. General.

(1) Timing of Application A Storm Water Management Permit (“Permit”) mustdbtained prior to the
commencement of any activity for which a Permitiguired. It is recommended that the Permit

application be submitted at least ninety (90) dasfere any such activity, to allow sufficient tirfoe
the application to be reviewed by the Building lesior and relevant Town Departments.

(2) Owner ResponsibilitywWhile application may be made by a representatheepermittee must be the
Owner of the site. If the applicant has less thégeanterest in all parcels on which work will accthe
applicant shall provide written consent from the ésvner of each affected parcel, or evidence of an
interest in the parcels sufficient to establishapplicant’s right to conduct the work. It is thiee

Owner or his/her agent’s responsibility to determirother Town, State, and Federal permits or
applications are required and to secure them.

(3) Public HearingsThe Permit application may be considered by thigdihg Inspector through an
administrative process, without conducting a pub&earing. However, a public hearing may be
required at the discretion of the Building Inspecbmased on the complexity of the proposed activitg
extent of land disturbance, and/or the likelihodgignificant public interest in the Permit apptica. If
a public hearing is required, it shall be schedttelde held at least thirty (30) but not more thanty-
five (45) days after the date on which the Permytligation is received by the Building Inspector.

(4) Burden Of Proof It is the applicant's responsibility to be awaf@and meet the requirements of the
Bylaw and the Regulations. The applicant has thiddyuof proving that the project or activity will
comply with the Bylaw and the Regulations.

B. Pre-Application Meeting. Applicants are strongly encouraged to scheduleapplication meeting
with the Building Inspector at the earliest feasibime for the following purposes:

(1) Discuss the proposed development plans andresgents for a Permit and the anticipated fees.
(2) Advise the designer and/or applicant of the m@vdesign standards (See Appendix B), goals with
respect to stormwater management at the site catie textent practical, of any known concerns or
issues regarding stormwater management at thecs site.

(3) Advise the designer and/or applicant of appiicasubmittal requirements or of additional
information needed in the application at the tirhélimg.

(4) Encourage the use of Low Impact DevelopmenDjltechniques in site design. A pre-application
meeting can be useful in the process of LID debiguoreating a working dialogue and understanding
regarding the goals of the stormwater design. @ntitnventional development and stormwater
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controls, an LID approach to design begins witlassessment of environmental and hydrologic
conditions at the site and how to best addrese tbasditions. Preliminary planning for the sitass
critical as the ultimate stormwater controls chogepre-application meeting may be helpful to avoid
unnecessary stormwater management activity andpossibly help to eliminate the need for filing an
application altogether. The assistance of Towrf gi@ing any pre-application meeting is intended¢o
advisory in nature and in no way changes the agpiis sole responsibility for the successful desifjn
stormwater management systems for the site. Apgbcare reminded that the objectives of the LID
approach are to:

(a) Develop a site plan that reflects natural hiaiyg,

(b) Minimize impervious surfaces,

(c) Treat stormwater in numerous small, decentdltructures,

(d) Use natural topography for drainage ways aachge areas,

(e) Preserve portions of the site in undisturbediiral conditions, and

() Lengthen travel paths to increase time of cotregion and attenuate peekies.

C.Application.

A Permit application package shall include thedaihg submittals:

(1) Proposed Notice to Abutters and List of Abrgtgsee Section 4-D);

(2) Storm Water Management Plan;

(3) Erosion and Sediment Control Plan;

(4) Operation and Maintenance Plan;

(5) Records of stormwater easements;

(6) Plans showing the building envelope withintehouse lot and proposed grading, drainage, and
stormwater disposal for each lot; and

(7) Application Fee.*

Five (5) hardcopies and one (1) digital copy (CADPRF) of the Storm Water Permit application
package must be filed with the Building InspectarHis/ her review as well as review by other Town
Departments, Boards or Commissions.

* The application will not be accepted without #eplication Fee. The Application Fee for the Permi
shall be in addition to any fee requirements ftveotapplications for permits for the same projedolke
any other Town Board or Commission which may revilea/project.

D. Noticeto Abuttersand Public Hearings.

(1) Upon receipt of the Permit application, thel@ing Inspector shall review the application and
inform the applicant, within seven days, whethpuhblic hearing will be required, and if so, theajat
time, and place of the public hearing.

(2) The applicant shall provide notification oétRermit application to all abutters (as identified
Section 4-D(4)) within seven days after the Buitdinspector determines whether a public hearing is
required. The applicant shall provide notificatetrthe mailing addresses shown on the most recent
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applicable tax list from the municipal assessottifiéation shall be at the applicant’s expense. The
notification shall state that the application isngemade pursuant to the Bylaw, shall briefly désethe
proposed project, and state where copies of thicafipn may be examined or obtained. If a public
hearing is to be held, the notification shall adtate the date, time, and place of the public hgaand
shall be mailed at least seven days prior to thiphearing. Failure to give timely notice of theblic
hearing shall be grounds to continue the hearing.

3) The applicant shall notify abutters by eithertidied mail, return receipt requested, or by
certificates of mailing. The applicant must pressttier the certified mail receipts or certificatés
mailing for all abutters to the Building Inspech®fore a decision on the application can be mdde. |
public hearing is to be held, the certified made®pts or certificates of mailing shall be presdrtethe
Building Inspector before or at the beginning @& gublic hearing. The presentation of the recdpts
all abutters identified on the tax list shall catusé compliance with abutter notification requiremts.

4) Abuttersinclude owners of property directly adjacent to pneperty where the activity is
proposed and owners of property within one hundt@0) feet of the subject property, including
property separated from the subject property byldip or private street or a body of water. Abwgter
shall also include, for any project involving a wabody, any property owner whose property abws th
water body and is within three hundred (300) fée¢he subject property, measured from the low-water
line both across the water body and along the sdroeeline of the water body as is the subject
property. If amabutting property isin common ownership, same-family ownership, or in ownership by
different entities with common principals, with thebject property, then abutters shall also ireliln
owner of the nearest property to the subject ptgpbat is not owned by the applicant, a same-famil
owner or the same principal owner.

(5) If a public hearing is to be held, the Buildiimgpector shall publish a notice of the public
hearing in the North Reading Transcript, or anottewspaper of general circulation, at least seests d
before the hearing. The cost shall be borne bygpdicant. The Building Inspector shall cause aceot
of the public hearing to be posted in Town Halkeaist seven days before the hearing.

(6) Hearings may be continued by the Building Irespe with the consent of the applicant, to a
specified date and time, which shall be annountéaeshearing that is to be continued. If a
continuance is granted due to amendments to thegbqaroposal, revised submittals shall be supphed
the Building Inspector seven (7) days prior tonke&t scheduled hearing.

E. Stormwater Management Plan: The Stormwater Management Plan shall contain seiffic

information to describe the nature and purposé®proposed development, pertinent conditionsef th
site and the adjacent areas, and proposed besgeraeat practices for the permanent management and
treatment of stormwater, in order for the Buildingpector to evaluate the environmental impact,
effectiveness, and acceptability of the measurepgsed by the applicant for reducing adverse ingpact
from stormwater. Specific requirements for the eohbf the Stormwater Management Plan are listed in
Appendix C.

F. Erosion and Sediment Control Plan: The Erosion and Sediment Control Plan shall conta
sufficient information to describe the proposedsern and sedimentation controls and Stormwater
Pollution Prevention Plan that are needed during isturbance and construction, including source
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control and pollution prevention measures, bestagament practices (“BMPs”) to address erosion and
sedimentation, stabilization measures, and proesdior operating and maintaining the BMPs,
especially in response to wet weather events asd. ffhe plan shall include a schedule for sequenci
construction and stormwater management activitiasrhinimizes land disturbance by ensuring that
vegetation is preserved to the maximum extent jpeule, and that disturbed portions of the site are
stabilized as quickly as possible. Specific requeats for the content of the Erosion and Sediment
Control Plan are listed in Appendix D.

G. Operation and Maintenance Plan: An Operation and Maintenance Plan (“O & M Plarg) the
permanent stormwater management system is recatitbe time of application for all projects

requiring a Permit. The O & M Plan shall be des@yjteeensure compliance with the Bylaw and to
ensure that the Massachusetts Surface Water Q&adindards, as contained in 314 CMR 4.00, are met
in all seasons and throughout the life of the systehe Building Inspector shall make the final dea

of what maintenance option is appropriate in amgisituation. The Building Inspector shall consider
natural features, proximity of site to water bodaesl wetlands, extent of impervious surfaces, size

the site, the types of stormwater management siresgtand potential need for ongoing maintenance
activities when making this decision. The O & MiRlas approved by the Building Inspector, shall be
recorded at the Middlesex County Registry of Ddgdthe permittee prior to the commencement of any
work, and shall constitute a continuing requiremehtcopy shall remain on file with the Building
Inspector. Stormwater management easements shalbteled by the property owner(s) and shall be
sufficient in location and extent to carry out tkequired maintenance. Specific requirements for the
content of the O & M Plan are listed in Appendix E.

H. Entry: To the extent permitted by state law, filing s@plkcation for a Permit grants the Building
Inspector permission to enter the subject sitestifythe information contained in the applicaticand
to inspect, survey, or sample to determine compéamith the Permit.

5. FEES
The following fees shall be charged for an appiarator a Permit:

A. Application Fee

(1) An Application Fee of $500 is payable at theetiof application. It is nonrefundable.

(2) The purpose of the Application Fee is to dffee Town’s costs for the processing of the
application by the Building Inspector and other Tosfficials and boards.

(3) The Application Fee is in addition to any athazal or state fees that may be charged under any
other law or bylaw.

B. Review Fee

(1) A Review Fee may be charged to cover outsidéepsional consultant review services for the
project, if the Building Inspector, after consulbat with the Town Engineer, determines that such
services are necessary due to the scope and catpethe project. The consultant services may
include, but are not limited to, review by engirgedrydrologists, attorneys, or other professiofals
hydrologic and drainage analysis, stormwater qualialysis, site inspections, as-built plan reviaag
analysis of legal issues.

(2) The applicant will be provided an estimatéhsf Review Fee as determined by the Building
Inspector and the Town Engineer. This estimatedriast be paid to the Town prior to the start ef th
review process, unless the Building Inspector aypgs@ther arrangements for the applicant to pay
consultants directly when services are provided.

C. Inspection Fees.

(1) An Inspection Fee of $ 50 shall be paid byapplicant for each site inspection conducted by o
personnel during the project, as provided in Sediof these Regulations. The cost of any inspecti
conducted by a professional consultant shall be fmatias provided in Section 5-B.

6. PROCEDURES

A. Determination of Completeness. The Building Inspector shall make a determinatisrio
the completeness of the application and adequattyeahaterials submitted within seven (7)
days of receipt, and shall inform the applican&oy deficiencies. No review shall take place
until the application has been found to be complete

B. Review Period. When possible, the Building Inspector shall corteotee review of the
application and issue a decision within 90 daysrafte application is deemed to be complete.
However, the Building Inspector may extend thigqeewhen necessary, due to the complexity
of the project, the continuance of hearings, omibed to request supplemental or updated
project information from the applicant.

C. Other Boards. The Building Inspector shall notify the DepartrhehPublic Works,
Community Planning Commission, Conservation Comimissand Board of Health of receipt of
the application, and shall keep four copies ofdpplication package on file for the applicable
Town boards to review.

D. Information Requests. During review of the application, the Buildingsjpector may request such
additional information from the applicant as mayneeessary to determine whether the proposed
activity meets the requirements of the Bylaw arelRegulations. A failure to submit sufficient
information shall be grounds for the Building Insfme to disapprove the Permit application.

E. Actions. Upon completion of the project review, the Builglinspector shall issue a written
decision, which shall consist of either:

(1) Approval Approval of the Permit application, based upalegermination that the proposed
Storm Water Management Plan, Erosion and Sedimentr@ Plan, and O & M Plan meet the

requirements and standards in Sections 4 - C, ®Faand comply with any other requirements
set forth in the Bylaw and the Regulations.

(2) Approval with ConditionsApproval of the Permit application, subject ty @onditions,
modifications, or restrictions required by the Blinlg Inspector which will ensure that the
project meets the requirements and standards to8sel - C, D, and E and complies with any
other requirements set forth in the Bylaw and tegRations.
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(3) DisapprovalDisapproval of the Permit application, based upaletermination that the
proposed Storm Water Management Plan, Erosion adoirfeént Control Plan, and O & M Plan,
as submitted, do not meet the requirements andatds in Sections 4 - C, D, and E or do not
comply with any other requirements set forth in Bygaw and the Regulations.

F.Project Changes. The permittee, or its agent, must notify the Bimigy Inspector in writing of any
change or alteration in the stormwater managenystess authorized in a Permit before the change or
alteration occurs. If the Building Inspector detares that the change or alteration is significkased

on the Bylaw or the stormwater management and desandards listed in the Regulations, the Building
Inspector may require that an amended applicateofildd. If any change or alteration of the
requirements of the Permit occurs during regulativities, including significant changes in schiegu
the Building Inspector may require the installatadnnterim erosion and sedimentation control
measures before considering whether to allow shahge or alteration.

G. Project Completion. At completion of the project the permittee sisalbmit a Final Report,
with plans and other documentation, as detailesieiction 9 of the Regulations.

H. Permit Expiration. A Permit shall expire three (3) years from theedaftissuance. Any
permit may be renewed at the Building Inspectoissrtion for an additional one-year period,
provided that a request for renewal is submittedriting to the Building Inspector at least thirty
(30) days prior to expiration.

|. Engineer of Record. The Applicant shall notify the Building Inspectar writing, of any change in
the Engineer of Record.

7. PERFORMANCE GUARANTEES

Projects subject to the Bylaw that have receivédatistision approval from the Planning Board shall
provide security to the Planning Board for the ctetipn of stormwater control measures by one of the
means, and in accordance with the procedures,fegaeci MGL c. 41, 881U. For other projects subjec
to the Bylaw, the Building Inspector may, at hisadetion, require that a performance bond be posted
prior to the start of land disturbance activityhelform of the bond shall be approved by Town Celjns
and be in an amount deemed sufficient by the Bugidinspector to ensure that the work will be
completed in accordance with the Permit. If thgjgut is phased, the Building Inspector may release
part of the bond as each phase is completed inlgamsp with the Permit, but the bond may not be
fully released until the Building Inspector hasaiwed the Final Report as required by Section hef
Regulations and has issued a Certificate of Conoplésee Section 10).

8. INSPECTION AND SITE SUPERVISION

A. Pre-construction Meeting. Prior to starting clearing, excavation, condiarg or land disturbance,
the Applicant, the Applicant's Technical Represeveathe general contractor and any other person
with authority to make changes to the project,Isinakt with the Building Inspector, to review the
permitted plans and their implementation. At least (2) copies of the Storm Water Management
Permit and associated plans shall be kept on thjeqirsite during the progress of the work. A copy
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the NPDES Construction General Permit and Stormvd#ution Prevention Plan (if applicable) shall
be kept at the site as well.

B. Inspections. The Building Inspector or a designated agentcivimay be either Town
personnel or a professional consultant, shall nrad@ections as listed below, and shall either
approve that portion of the work completed or shatify the permittee of any noncompliance
with Permit requirements. In order to obtain irdfmns, the permittee shall notify the Building
Inspector at least two business days prior toeljeested inspection. Inspections shall occur at
the following stages:

(a) Erosion and sediment control measures artage@nd stabilized,;

(b) Site Clearing has been substantially completed,;

(c) Rough Grading has been substantially completed;

(d) Final Grading has been substantially completed;

(e) Close of the Construction Season; and

() Final Landscaping (permanent stabilization) anoject final completion.

An additional inspection shall be required priobtckfilling of any underground drainage or
storm water conveyance structures.

C. Permittee | nspections. The permittee or his/her agent shall conductdowiment

inspections of all control measures no less thaeklyeor as specified in the Permit, and prior to
and following storm events with an anticipated falirof greater than or equal to 1 inch per 24
hours. The purpose of such inspections will beetecine the overall effectiveness of the
required plans and the need for maintenance otiaddi control measures. The permittee or
his/her agent shall submit monthly reports to thiddsng Inspector or designated agent in a
format approved by the Building Inspector.

E. Final Inspection.

(1) After the storm water management system has beestructed, the permittee or Technical
Representative shall request a final inspectianmigeting with the Building Inspector. The
Building Inspector (or a designated agent) shait ¥he site with the Technical Representative to
confirm the site’s "as-built" features.

(2) This inspection shall also evaluate the eifectess of the system in an actual storm. The
inspection shall determine whether the stormwatdPB are operating as designed. In
conducting the inspection, the inspector shall lfaslkany physical evidence that the stormwater
BMPs are not functioning as designed, such as glumdes at outfalls, excessive sands in catch
basins, oil sheens, stressed vegetation, accurduitiez, and/or failure of the BMP to drain after
72 hours. If the system is found to be inadeqbgtertue of physical evidence of operational
failure, even though it was built as called fothe Storm Water Management Plan, the
deficiencies shall be addressed and correctedebgeimittee before any performance guarantee
is released and a Certificate of Completion isagsu
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9. FINAL REPORT

Upon completion of the stormwater management sysaech following the Final Inspection, the
permittee shall submit a Final Report from a reggesd Professional Engineer certifying that all
stormwater control devices have been completedéardance with the conditions of the approved
Permit, subject to any approved changes and matuits. Any discrepancies must be noted in the
cover letter. As part of the Final Report, the pé&ee shall also include the following:

A. Certified as-built construction plans. The as-built / record plans shall be drawn tdesaad

identify the location of any systems for conveystgrmwater on the site. The as-built / record plans
shall identify the location of any systems for ceying wastewater on the site and show that there ar
no connections between the stormwater and wastewateagement systems.

B._An lllicit Discharge Compliance Statement. An lllicit Discharge Compliance Statement sl
submitted to verify that no illicit discharges e>xas the site. For redevelopment projects, theitlli
Discharge Compliance Statement shall also docuaikattions taken to identify and remove illicit
discharges, including, without limitation, visuateening, dye or smoke testing, and the removahgf
sources of illicit discharges to the stormwater agggment system.

C.An Operation and Maintenance (O & M) Compliance Statement. The O & M Compliance
Statement shall identify the party responsiblargulementation of the O & M Plan and state:

(1) the site has been inspected for erosion antbpppte steps have been taken to permanentlyigebi
any eroded areas;

(2) all aspects of the stormwater BMPs have begpeicted for damage, wear and malfunction, and
appropriate steps have been taken to repair aaagephe system or portions of the system so tleat th
stormwater at the site may be managed in accordaiticehe Bylaw, the Regulations, and the Design
Standards incorporated by reference,

(3) future responsible parties have been notifietth@r continuing legal responsibility to operaied
maintain the structure; and

(4) the O& M Plan for the stormwater BMPs is beimgplemented.

D. USEPA General Permit Notice of Termination. A copy of the Construction General
Permit Notice of Termination (NOT) (required by tEBBA within 30 days after land disturbance
has ceased and the site is stabilized; with seyzgrgent (70%) permanent vegetation coverage
or 70% permanent erosion and sediment controlaliad) shall be submitted with the Final
Report. The Town will check EPA’s website for Wieation that the NOT was submitted.

E. Stormwater System Effectiveness Statement . The permittee’s Technical Representative
shall evaluate the effectiveness of the stormwagst management practices (BMPs) during an
actual storm and document the findings. The HRegort shall also include certification from
the Applicant’'s Technical Representative as todfifectiveness of the installed system during
storm events.

10. CERTIFICATE OF COMPLETION

Upon receipt and approval of the Final Report asmbmpanying documents, and upon
determining that all work under the Permit has b&agisfactorily completed in conformance with the
Bylaw and the Regulations, the Building Inspectdr issue a letter to the applicant, certifying
completion of the work.

11.  CONTINUING REQUIREMENTS

A. Adherence to the provisions of the approved ®I&lan is a continuing requirement of the Permit.
Failure to adhere to these provisions will constita violation of the Bylaw and the Regulationg] ae
subject to enforcement action.

B. A request to modify the requirements of the M&lan shall be submitted to the Building
Inspector, who may approve the requested modifinafiit is determined to be an insignificant chang
If the Building Inspector determines that the resjad modification is significant, he may requiratth
the permittee submit a request to amend the Pemmith shall be subject to the formal review
procedures set forth in these Regulations.

C The person(s) responsible for the operation aaititenance of a stormwater management facility
shall make and keep a record of all operation aaithtenance activities showing compliance with the O
& M Plan, and shall retain such record for at lehste (3) years. Such record shall be providetig¢o
Building Inspector, upon request, and made aval&bthe Town during inspection of the facility aatd
other reasonable times.

12. ENFORCEMENT
